become famous, th"story called "The
Lack of Roaring Camp" now recog- ¬

nized as the best American sketch of
and the first of a series

of contributions to the permanent lit-¬

erature of the language is to be ad- ¬

ded. The Overland Monthly had
reached, we believe, its third number.
It was published by the California
lirm of Roman A Co., aud printed by
a firm which we may designate as
Bacon A. Co. Frank Bret Harte was
editor. The preeding numbers had
been received on this side of the con- ¬

tinent with singular cordiality. The
critics raised a cry of welcome, and
proclaimed the new star which had
arisen iu the west. In California each
number was received and examined
with that sort of solicitude born of
local pride and something of provin- ¬

cial sensitiveness that pervades the
family upoa the appearance of an in- ¬

fant. The manuscript for No. 3 of the
new magazine was sent to the print- ¬

er-"- , and "The Luck of Roaring
